These  needs  for  the 
next  biennium  are  clearly  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent and  we  respectfully  urge  upon  your  Excellency,  both  as 
Governor  of  North  Carolina  and  Director  of  the  Budget,  to  use 
your  influence  with  the  next  General  Assembly  to  give  careful 
consideration  to  our  requests  as  outlined  by  the  Superintendent, 
as  well  as  to  our  budget  estimates  for  the  next  biennium,  already 
submitted  to  the  Budget  Commission. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  especially  to  the  distinguished 
record  of  Dr.  E.  McK.  Goodwin  as  Superintendent  of  the  School 
since  its  foundation.  Appreciation  of  his  service  to  the  State  was 
expressed  in  a  joint  resolution  of  the  two  houses  of  the  Legisla- 
ture at  its  last  session.  A  copy  of  this  resolution  is  inserted  in 
this  report. 

The  members  of  the  Board  wish  to  express  their  gratitude  to 
your  Excellency  for  your  courteous  consideration  for  and  interest 
in  the  School.

Report  of  the  Superintendent 


Hon.  W.  W.  Neal,  President 
And  Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf 
Morganton,  North  Carolina 

Dear  Sirs: 

I  am  presenting  my  twenty-third  biennial  report  for  the 
period  ending  June  30,  1936,  for  your  consideration.  From  some 
standpoints  it  has  been  one  of  the  most  strenuous  bienniums  of 
my  forty-two  years  of  administration. 

During  the  session  1935-1936  our  enrollment  was  376,  taught 
by  37  grade  teachers,  under  Miss  Enfield  Joiner,  Educational 
Principal,  and  Mrs.  J.  R.  Clodfelter,  Supervising  Teacher  of  the 
primary  department. 

The  academic  department  of  the  school  has  done  excellent 
work  with  a  staff  of  trained  teachers,  who  have  kept  abreast  of 
the  best  schools.  For  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  work  see 
report  of  the  Educational  Principal. 

Vocational  Department 

While  the  academic  department  did  excellent  work,  the 
vocational  department,  with  our  limited  facilities,  did  not  get  a 
fair  share  of  our  time  and  outlay. 

As  per  your  instruction,  I  sent  Dr.  Rankin,  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent, to  the  Superintendents'  and  Principals'  Conference  in 
Pittsburgh,  where  methods  of  teaching  were  discussed,  and  great 
stress  was  placed  upon  vocational  training.  I  deem  it  quite 
worthwhile  that  Dr.  Rankin  did  attend  the  conference.  It  seems 
to  be  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  leading  educators  of  the 
deaf  that  more  time  and  money  should  be  spent  on  vocational 
training.     See  Dr.  Rankin's  report  on  vocational  training. 

Printing  Department 

Our  printing  department  has  done  good  work  under  Mr. 
O.  W.  Underhill,  who  has  used  the  facilities  for  his  department 
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to  good  advantage.     With  additional  facilities  he  could  do  still 
better  and  more  work. 

We  are  now  arranging  expansion  of  industrial  training  in 
woodwork,  tailoring  and  farm  and  dairy  work  for  the  boys. 

Sewing  Department 

Our  sewing  and  dressmaking  department  has  done  excellent 
work  under  Miss  Cora  Byrd,  in  cutting,  fitting  and  making 
dresses,  in  keeping  with  the  fashions  of  the  seasons. 

Domestic  Department 

The  domestic  science  classes  have  been  taught  by  student 
teachers,  ten  hours  a  week  in  alternating  classes.  Our  girls  are 
taught  general  household  and  domestic  work  in  taking  care  of 
the  dining  room  and  living  apartments. 

The  girls  are  taught  ironing  in  the  laundry  department. 
With  more  vocational  teachers  and  better  facilities  we  could 
give  better  vocational  training. 

Physical  Education  Department 

There  is  no  class  of  children  who  need  more  careful  physical 
educational  training  and  guidance  than  the  deaf.  We  have  an 
all-time  physical  education  teacher  who  stresses  the  necessities 
of  open  air  activities.  Both  boys  and  girls  are  taught  to  swim 
and  many  of  them  become  expert  swimmers. 

Athletics 

Organized  athletics  should  have  its  place  in  every  school 
and  for  both  boys  and  girls,  and  should  have  certain  hours  set 
aside  for  it. 

Mr.  O.  W.  Underhill  has  been  athletic  director,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Fred  Sparks  and  Mr.  George  Brown.  We  have  inter- 
school  games  in  football  and  basketball.  Proper  athletic  activi- 
ties aid  materially  in  school  discipline.  It  requires  some  financial 
outlay — but  it  is  well  worth  the  outlay  and  the  time. 

Student  Activities 

It  is  our  constant  effort  to  ameliorate  the  handicap  of  deafness 
and  to  make  them  as  nearly  the  equal  of  their  hearing  brothers 
and  sisters  as  possible.  They  participate  in  school  gathering,  ath- 
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letic  practice  and  games.  We  have  encouraged  Boy  and  Girl 
Scouting  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Underhill  and  Mr.  Sparks  for 
the  boys,  and  Miss  Ada  Rankin  and  Miss  Wolfe  for  the  girls. 
These  activities  are  worth  while  in  their  general  development. 

Health  of  the  School 

It  has  been  our  custom  to  attach  much  importance  to  the 
health  of  the  children,  and  we  should  be  grateful  for  our  health 
record-  It  requires  a  sound  body  to  maintain  a  sound  and 
active  mind. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  give  our  children  plenty  of  wholesome 
food  as  well-balanced  as  our  means  will  permit. 

Our  own  dairy  herd  furnishes  our  milk  supply,  and  it  is  our 
aim  to  give  each  child  a  quart  of  milk  daily. 

School  Hospital 

We  have  a  twenty-six  bed  hospital  with  two  trained  nurses 
under  the  direction  of  a  school  physician,  who  comes  upon  call 
at  any  hour.  The  health  record  for  1935-36  was  excellent,  but 
for  154  cases  of  measles,  without  any  complication.  We  attri- 
bute this  condition  to  the  physician's  careful  attention  and  to 
the  care  of  the  nurses. 

A  number  of  the  leading  specialists  of  Charlotte  have  given 
gratis  their  services  to  indigent  pupils  for  whom  no  provision 
had  been  made.  Doctors  Motley,  Sloan  and  Smith  of  the  Charlotte 
Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital,  and  Doctors  Hamilton  Mc- 
Kay and  Scruggs  all  rendered  service  gratis  which  the  school 
gratefully  acknowledges. 

Dental  Work  Needed 
We  need  more  attention  of  a  dentist.  Last  year  our  means 
would  provide  only  four  hours  a  week  for  the  entire  school, 
which  was  not  more  than  half  of  what  was  imperatively  needed. 
I  shall  ask  the  Legislature  for  a  special  appropriation  of  $800.00 
for  a  part  time  dentist.  This  would  provide  for  only  the  most 
urgent  cases. 

School  Free  For  All  Eligible  Students 
The  school  is  free  for  board,  tuition  and  care,  but  there 
are  always  emergency  demands  that  the  regular  school  budget  is 
not  sufficient  to  meet. 
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Every  county  should  be  required  to  provide  at  least  $25.00 
a  year  emergency  fund,  for  each  student  from  that  county,  for 
shoe  repairs,  work  suits  and  athletic  activities.  It  would  keep  the 
children  on  the  same  level  and  much  better  satisfied.  Very 
few  of  our  boys  and  girls  have  anything  placed  to  their  credit. 

More  Dormitory  Space  Needed 

It  is  possible  to  build  an  addition  to  each  end  of  the  main 
building,  without  destroying  the  symmetry,  or  architectural  ap- 
pearance. These  two  additions  would  accommodate  fifty  to  sixty 
beds,  would  take  care  of  our  need  for  two  to  four  years-  But 
at  best,  that  would  be  a  makeshift,  for  the  deaf  population  keeps 
pace  with  the  growth  of  the  State. 

Industrial  Expansion  Sorely  Needed 

Our  industrial  building  needs  to  be  doubled  for  boys  and  can 
be  done  for  about  $40,000.00.  The  girls  should  have  a  new  build- 
ing, costing  about  the  same,  which  would  meet  the  needs  for  per- 
haps ten  years.  Special  effort  should  be  made  to  secure  such 
appropriation.  We  have  never  denied  an  eligible  applicant  ad- 
mission. But  if  more  room  is  not  provided,  we  shall  be  compelled 
to  limit  our  attendance.  We  will  be  crowded  to  the  limit  this  year. 
We  need  more  dormitory  room  now  which  must  be  provided  before 
we  can  have  a  larger  attendance.  We  have  had  no  appropriation 
for  expansion  since  1929. 

Industrial  Compensation  Not  Provided — Reimbursement 
For  Compensation  As  Required  By  Commission 

The  State  does  not  carry  insurance  for  employees  as  is 
required  of  private  employers  of  labor. 

C.  L.  Smith,  carpenter  and  wood-worker,  lost  part  of  two 
fingers  while  on  duty.  The  Industrial  Commission  required  the 
school  to  pay  for  compensation  damage,  totaling  about  $600.00 
out  of  our  regular  appropriation.  I  now  ask  the  Legislature  to 
reimburse  the  school  to  that  amount-  There  should  be  an  emer- 
gency fund  to  meet  such  extraordinary  demands. 

Maintenance 

Increase  in  cost  of  maintenance  is  too  obvious  to  need  argu- 
ment.    To  keep  up  our  present  standard  of  efficiency,  we  shall 
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have  to  have  larger  appropriations,  both  for  living  expenses  and 
salaries. 

To  hold  well-trained  teachers,  we  shall  have  to  pay  what 
other  schools  pay  for  similar  work.  In  the  last  few  years  we 
have  lost  valuable  teachers,  who  regretted  retiring,  even  for 
substantial  increase  in  pay. 

Methods  of  teaching  the  deaf  are  highly  specialized,  and  it 
is  expensive  to  prepare  for  this  work.  If  we  keep  abreast  we  shall 
have  to  pay  what  other  schools  pay.  We  should  have  a  standard 
scale  of  pay.  We  are  constantly  requiring  higher  standards  of 
preparation  to  keep  abreast  of  the  best  schools. 

We  require  a  college  degree,  before  we  admit  a  young  woman 
for  normal  training,  in  which  she  spends  a  year.  Her  college 
degree  makes  her  eligible  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
state.  We  recommend  that  she  be  paid  a  public  school  salary, 
after  a  year's  training  with  us,  plus  her  living  in  the  school,  to 
compensate  her  for  the  special  duties  and  outlays.  This  should 
be  fixed  by  statute,  reaching  the  maximum,  at  the  end  of  four 
years  actual  teaching. 

Repairs 

Repairs  have  not  kept  up  as  we  planned  to  do  because  our 
means  would  not  permit- 

We  were  promised  by  the  WPA  that  they  would  do  certain 
repairs,  especially  painting,  but  their  promises  never  materialized, 
except  for  an  amount  of  less  than  300  hours — while  we  were 
promised  2,000  hours  at  standard  prices.  Painting  is  urgently 
needed. 

Staff  of  Teachers 

The  most  important  factor  in  any  school  is  its  staff  of 
trained  teachers. 

To  begin  with,  there  are  a  number  of  prerequisites  in  the 
character  and  makeup  of  teachers.  It  is  understood  that  the 
teacher  shall  have  completed  a  college  course,  which  is  only 
the  beginning  of  his  preparation — and  he  must  have  the  qualities 
of  industrious  habits,  faithfulness  and  loyality. 

We  have  been  most  fortunate  in  our  Educational  Principal, 
who  could  train  a  class  of  well-equipped  young  college  women. 
We  regard  this  class  a  real  asset,  both  for  our  school  and  the 
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profession.  We  have  trained  151  young  teachers  whose  services 
have  been  sought  all  over  the  continent — and  all  of  them  have 
made  good.  Had  we  not  have  trained  our  teachers,  we  would 
have  had  much  more  difficulty  adjusting  teachers  from  various 
training,  methods,  and  surroundings. 

Miss  Walton's  Service 
Miss  Kate  Walton,  after  41  years  of  continuous  service,  found 
it  necessary  on  account  of  failing  health  to  retire  in  January,  1936. 
During  these  long  years  of  service  she  was  faithful  and  efficient 
and  was  much  beloved  by  teachers,  officers  and  pupils.  Since  her 
death  her  presence  and  devoted  attention  are  greatly  missed. 

Moral  and  Religious  Training 

The  deaf  child  is  quite  as  dependent  upon  his  teacher  for 
his  moral  and  religious  training,  as  he  is  for  his  academic  educa- 
tion. The  average  deaf  child,  from  the  average  home,  when 
he  reaches  school  has  never  "heard  of  Creator  or  Redeemer."  The 
ones  from  good  homes  may  have  some  idea  of  right  and  wrong, 
but  not  of  this  mysterious  being  we  call  "God."  His  teacher  is 
the  only  one  who  can  teach  the  most  primary  ideas  of  God  and 
Christ,  and  most  of  this  must  be  taught  by  daily  example. 

We  have  Sunday  School  and  Chapel  exercises  every  Sunday, 
both  orally  and  manually-  We  urge  each  child  to  have  his  own 
Bible  and  his  parents  should  encourage  him  to  read  it  at  home 
and  commit  passages  to  memory.  While  at  home,  parents  should 
take  the  deaf  child  with  the  others,  both  to  church  and  Sun- 
day School. 

Parents  can  teach  honesty  and  truthfulness  at  home,  quite 
as  effectively  as  we  can  at  school  by  example  and  precept. 

Our  advanced  pupils  have  a  Christian  Endeavor  Society,  in 
charge   of   Miss   Carrie   Haynes,   one   of   our   most   experienced 
teachers.     We  have  seen  good  results  from  this  Society.

Report  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent

Dear  Sir: 

In  accord  with  your  instructions  of  recent  date  I  submit 
herewith  a  report  on  the  vocational  work  of  the  School  for  in- 
clusion in  your  biennial  report: 

Id  recent  years  the  rapid  expansion  of  industrial  enterprise 
in  North  Carolina  has  created  the  felt  need  for  more  emphasis 
upon  vocational  preparation  for  those  children  who  leave  school 
each  year  to  join  the  ranks  of  producers.  The  pressure  of  this 
trend  has  been  felt  in  the  work  of  the  North  Carolina  School  for 
the  Deaf.  Perhaps  a  clearly  stated  program,  an  adequate  staff 
and  the  necessary  equipment  are  even  more  pressing  needs  with 
us  than  with  the  public  schools.  Certainly  deaf  people  in  the 
State  are  experiencing  increasing  difficulty  in  competing  with 
hearing  persons  in  the  factories  and  mills.  The  Board  and  the 
Staff  of  the  School,  as  well  as  the  profession  at  large,  have  be- 
come increasingly  aware  of  the  need  to  provide  in  the  near  future 
to  meet  more  adequately  this  need  of  the  deaf  child.  Our  work 
in  training  printers,  for  instance,  has  demonstrated  beyond  doubt 
that  we  can  prepare  students  to  become  self-supporting,  inde- 
pendent citizens.  The  conviction  is  growing  that  we  must  begin 
at  once  to  do  this  for  every  child  that  comes  to  us. 

As  an  outcome  of  this  trend  in  thinking  it  is  proposed  that 
money  be  sought  with  which  to  staff  and  equip  vocational  shops 
for  training  boys  along  such  lines  as  automobile  mechanics,  wood- 
working, metal  working,  printing,  clothing  and  tailoring,  shoe- 
repairing,  dairying,  gardening,  and  poultry  raising;  for  girls, 
child  care  and  home-making,  foods  and  cookery,  cafeteria  service 
and  operation,  commerical  work,  hair  dressing  and  manicuring, 
gardening,  poultry  raising,  laundry  work,  art  and  design  and 
dress  making. 

This  is  a  long  time  p-ogram  and  will,  of  course,  require  some 
years  to  develop.  In  the  next  two  years  it  is  proposed  that  we 
limit  our  vocational  expansion,  with  one  exception  to  be  noted 
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later,  to  those  lines  in  which  we  are  already  conducting  some 
training.  For  this  expansion  we  are  asking  for  the  very  barest 
minimum  in  our  present  budget  request. 

While  it  may  seem  highly  desirable  to  undertake  immediately 
the  larger  program  outlined  above,  it  appears  on  the  whole  wiser 
to  let  our  eventual  vocational  educational  program  be  the  out- 
come of  gradual  growth,  covering  possibly  a  period  of  some  years. 
If,  however,  we  are  to  make  an  immediate  beginning  toward 
the  realization  of  our  goals  in  vocational  education  in  the  School, 
the  foundations  should  be  laid  at  once  in  courses  which  precede, 
and  prepare  for,  definite  vocational  training.  With  this  in  mind 
it  is  proposed  that  during  the  next  two-year  period  we  stress 
particularly  the  development  of  pre-vocational,  or  exploratory, 
courses.  Practice  in  the  matter  of  setting  up  such  courses  varies 
widely,  and  deaf  schools  have  done  a  limited  amount  of  work  on 
this  level.  We  shall  need  to  work  out  the  set-up  by  a  process 
of  experimentation.  For  certain  technical  reasons  we  have  decided 
to  undertake  to  build  these  courses  around  the  concept  of  the 
"General  Shop,"  and  are  asking  for  funds  in  our  present  budget 
request  to  equip  and  staff  this  new  venture  in  our  work. 

An  important  part  of  the  business  of  leading  the  child  to 
a  wise  selection  of  his  or  her  life  occupation  is  an  adequately 
developed  program  of  vocational,  social  and  health  guidance. 
This,  in  contrast  to  the  older  practice  of  leaving  the  problem  of 
guidance  to  the  individual  teacher  as  an  incidental  part  of  class- 
room work-  This  conscious,  planned  guiding  of  the  child  toward 
wholesome,  happy  adjustment  to  life  in  all  its  many  and  varied 
phases  is  the  responsibility  of  the  entire  staff  of  the  school,  and 
calls  for  thought  and  conscious  effort  in  the  direction  of  clearly 
stated  goals.  The  staff  of  the  School  feel  the  need  to  undertake 
to  study  the  problem  of  child  guidance,  particularly  as  it  relates 
to  the  children.  The  Teachers'  Association  of  the  School  has  taken 
the  lead  in  such  a  study,  to  be  conducted  under  its  auspices  this 
year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  may  be  able  in  the  next  two  years 
to  develop  a  guidance  program  which  will  meet  our  needs.

Report  of  the  Educational  Principal 


Dr.  E.  McK.  Goodwin,  Superintendent 
North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf 
Morganton,  North  Carolina 

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  eighth  biennial  report 
as  Principal  of  the  Educational  Department.  During  the  past 
biennium  we  have  enrolled  427  pupils,  have  graduated  8  pupils 
have  given  certificates  showing  completion  of  grammar  grade 
work  to  30  pupils,  and  have  awarded  normal  training  class 
diplomas  to  8  young  women  and  1  young  man. 

There  have  been  no  radical  changes  in  our  methods  of  teach- 
ing during  the  period.  Greater  emphasis  has  been  placed  on 
the  development  and  training  of  residual  hearing  in  cases  where 
it  seems  worth  while.  We  are  at  present  using  a  simple  and  in- 
expensive device  known  as  the  bi-aural  tube.  Results  have  been 
good.  We  need,  however,  instruments  with  multiple  attach- 
ments and  money  should  be  set  aside  for  this  purpose. 

Last  May  Mrs.  Josephine  Clodfelter,  supervising  teacher  of 
our  primary  school,  retired  after  twenty-five  years'  service  to 
the  school.  The  work  of  our  school  has  been  accorded  the  un- 
qualified commendation  of  the  profession.  Great  credit  must  be 
given  to  Mrs.  Clodfelter  and  the  teachers  who  have  served  with 
her  in  the  primary  school  for  the  results  obtained  in  the  middle 
and  upper  schools.  Without  the  very  thorough  foundation  laid  in 
the  lower  school,  the  teachers  in  the  middle  and  upper  schools 
could  not  have  made  it  possible  for  our  pupils,  who  enter  at  seven 
and  thereabouts  with  a  retardation  in  mental  development  of 
from  four  to  seven  years  as  compared  with  their  hearing  brothers 
and  sisters,  to  approximate  the  work  done  in  the  public  school 
at  about  the  seventh  grade  level.  We  are  most  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing one  of  our  own  teachers,  Mrs.  Julia  E.  Coburn,  succeed  Mrs. 
Clodfelter.  Under  her  leadership  the  department  will  continue 
to  function  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past.

20  TWENTY-THIRD  BIENNIAL  REPORT 

We  need  sets  of  new  desks,  chairs  and  other  school-room 
equipment  in  both  school  buildings.  The  desks  we  are  now  using 
with  the  exception  of  two  dozen  were  purchased  prior  to  my 
connection  with  the  school,  probably  more  than  twenty  years  ago. 

In  the  last  decade  the  number  of  children  who  live  in 
Goodwin  Hall,  the  school  home  of  our  younger  children,  has 
almost  doubled.  With  practically  an  100  per  cent  increase  in 
pupils  to  be  cared  for,  one  additional  supervisor  has  been  allotted 
to  the  house  personnel,  giving  us  an  increase  in  personnel  of  about 
6  per  cent.  As  resident  head  of  Goodwin  Hall  I  earnestly  request 
at  least  one  addition  to  our  household  staff. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  unfailing  support, 
your  enthusiastic  interest  in  all  details  of  the  school  work,  and 
your  advice.  I  also  wish  to  thank  Miss  Ervin,  the  Assistant 
Principal,  and  the  faculties  of  the  past  two  years  for  their  loyal 
co-operation,  realizing  as  I  do  that  without  their  expert  and  un- 
tiring efforts  day  in  and  day  out  in  the  class-rooms  but  little 
could  have  been  accomplished.

General  Information 


The  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  is  purely  a  school 
for  the  education  of  the  deaf,  and  not  a  custodial  home,  where 
children  are  to  be  cared  for  a  term  of  years.  It  endeavors  to 
cover  the  public  school  course  of  study,  as  far  as  possible.  It 
is  not  a  hospital  where  children  are  treated  for  disease  with 
the  hope  of  restoring  hearing. 

The  law  fixes  the  age  of  attendance,  from  seven  to  twenty- 
one  years,  and  applicants  must  be  of  sound  mind  and  of  good 
moral  character  to  be  eligible.  The  school  cannot  admit  and 
keep  in  school  children  who  are  feeble-minded  or  idiots.  Our 
methods  are  not  intended  for  such  cases  nor  are  we  prepared 
to  care  for  them.  If  deaf  children  are  physically  strong  and  well 
developed,  they  should  enter  school  at  seven  years  of  age.  We 
can  accomplish  much  more  for  them,  especially  is  it  to  their 
advantage  in  speech,  and  ability  to  read  speech,  to  enter  at 
an  early  age. 

If  parents  are  in  indigent  circumstances,  and  not  able  to 
pay  traveling  expenses  to  and  from  school,  and  clothe  their 
children,  their  respective  counties  will  do  it  upon  certain  affidavits 
being  filled  out  and  furnished  to  the  Superintendent. 

We  want  the  name  of  every  deaf  child  in  North  Carolina 
not  in  school,  and  the  management  most  earnestly  asks  the  aid 
of  every  good  citizen  in  the  State  in  obtaining  the  same.  Especially 
do  we  ask  the  good  offices  of  teachers,  school  trustees,  county 
superintendents,  welfare  officers,  physicians  and  ministers  of  all 
the  denominations  to  assist  us  and  thereby  help  the  deaf  children 
to  receive  their  right  by  inheritance  and  the  beneficence  of  a 
generous  citizenship. 

We  have  a  compulsory  attendance  law,  and  if  you  know  of  a 
deaf  child  not  in  school,  some  parent  is  breaking  the  law,  and  the 
child  needs  your  help.
